Yale Professor Finds by Experiment 
Nonfiesh Eater Has the Greatest 


Power of Endurance. 


New Haven, Conn., March 20.—[{Special.]— 
Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale has just com- 
pleted endurance tests which he claims yvin- 
dicate a diet without flesh foods. The tests 
were simple but effective, being: First, hold- 
ing out the arms as long as possible; second, 
deep knee bending; third, leg raising with 
the subject lying on his back. 

Forty-nine persone were examined, includ 
ing Yale students, physicians, nurses, and 
college Instructors. Comparisons were made 
between flesh eating and nonflesh eating 
athletes, and between flesh eating athietes 
and nonflesh eating sedentary workers. 
Prof. Fisher says of the result: 

“The experiment furnished a severe test 
to the claims of the flesh abstainer. The 
result would indicate that nonflesh eaters 
have far greater endurance than those ac-

“The man who has no God cannot be- 
lieve the book of Jonah, and the man who 
has a small God cannot believe the book of 
Jonah.” said Dr. Dixon. “ The God who 
made the universe can make anything in it 
that he pieasesin any way he may see fit. 
The Lord had prepared a great fish to swal- 
low Jonah. Just how he prepared it nobody 
knows—whether in the early creation or in 
the moment, as he could have done. 


Jonah May Have Had a Stateroom. 
“If God had seen fit to make the miracle 
consistent in preparing the fish instead of 
merely keeping Jonah alive, he could have 
made a fish and given Jonah astateroom with 
#wo or three men to wait on him and three 
meals a day and all the accommodations of 
ocean travel. Perhaps the Lord gave him 
light. He could have given him electric light. 
Tne Lord knows all about electricity and has 
from the creation of the world. ! 

“T have been in a submarine boat with 
muscles and nerves of steel.

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YANKEE GIVES WARNING.

FIND TOMBS OF EARLY GREEKS. 


Excavations at Metapontum, on Gulf of 
Taranto in Southern Italy, Heighten 
Interest of Archeologists. 


NAPLES, March 20.—The excavations at 
Metapontum, on the gulf of Taranto, south- 
ern Italy, have resulted in the discovery of 
many Greek tombs, some covered with enor- 
mous tiles, others with cylinders, and still 
others with stones. One tomb, evidently that 
of a distinguished personage, was mave of 
large, heavy blocks of stone covered with 
Greek lettering, and had inside a skeleton, in- 
tact, with vases and other objects. The 
tombs belong to the fourth century. before 
Christ. Interest in the discovery has been 
heightened because the great Greek philoso- | 
pher, Pythagoras, was buried at Metapontum 
about 500 B. C., and as his tomb still existed 
at the time of Cicéro, who died in 43 B. C., it 
is hoped that it may be found.

DR. BILLINGS VINDICATED

Springfield, Il)., March 20.—[{Special.]—~—Two 
reports regarding conditions at the Elgin 
asylum have been made by Representative 
Oliver Sollitt of Chicago, after investigation 
at that institution. One has been submitted 
to Chairman David Shanaban of the house 
appropriations committee, and the other to 
Gov. Deneem 

As a result of the report laid before the 
governor it is probable that a business manae- 
ger will be appointed to take the executive 
work off the shoulders of Dr. V. H. Podstata, 
it being represented that while his manage- 
ment of the asylum from a medical] stand- 
point is of the highest class, there is room 
for improvement in the business conduct of 
the institution, 

Im the other report, given to Mr. Shana- 
han, the verdict of the state architect that 
the fire protection at the asytum is inade- 
quate is upheld in its material points, and 
Dr. Frank ‘Billings, chairman of the state 
board of charities, is vindicated in his state- 
ment that the conditions there are danger- 
ous because of this inadequacy. 

Mr, Sdllitt was asked to make the inepec- 
tion because of his practical knowledge of 
building, which is his profession, and his in- 
quiriés were made in advance of the commit- 
tee investigation, which is to be undertaken 
Friday. 

The subcommittee which will visit the asy- 
lum in accordance with the Covey resolu- 
tion calling for the investigation of Dr. 
Billings’ statement that the institutiom is a 
fire trap, was appointed during the day, to 
consist of Representatives Dudgeon, King, 
Browne, Heinl, Staymates, Kittleman, and 
Shanahan. 

Try to Discredit Officials. 

The constant endeavor of member of the 
appropriations committee is to discredit the 
state board of charities, the civil service 
commission, and the state architect. ,Each 
state superintendent who has come before 
the committee to explain appropriations for 
his institutiom has been put through a regu- 
lar schedule of questions, Representative 
Oglesby being the chief inquisitor. 

Supt. Zeller of the Bartonville asylum was 
on the stand this afternoon and efforts were 
made.to have him say that State Architect 
Zimmerman did not know what he was talk- 
ing about when he declared that $40,000 
would have to be expended for the ventilat- 
ing system in this institution. 

Mr. Zeller admitted that, in his opinion, the 
system of natural ventilation in the institu- 
tion was sufficient, and that mechanical ven- 
tilation was not necessary. 


Attacks Board of Charities. 

Mr. Oglesby then took up a line of ques- 
tioning designed to discredit the statements 
of the state board of charities that Illinois 
institutions are far behind those of other 
progressive states, and had Mr. Zeller reply 
that, on an average, the Illinois asylums 
were im better condition than the average in 
other states. 

“Of course,” he said, *‘ other states will 
have one or two institutions in which spe- 
cialized methods are more highly developed 
than they are in any of the Institutions in 
Illinois, but the general average of Illinols 
asylums is above the general average in 
other states, in my opinion." 

‘** Hasn't this been admitted by experts who 
have visited our institutions?’’ Mr. Oglesby 
asked. 

* Yes,’’ the superintendent replied; “‘ but, 
of course, we make allowances for the fact 
that they were our guests at the time.”’

One Indictment of Sixty-two Counts 
Charges W. H. and Homer Shons 
and Others with Conspiracy in Let- 
ting of Contracts and with Viola- 
tions of Anti-Trust Law—Twelve 
or More Concerns Said to Have Ap-

Freeport, Ill., March 20.—[Special.]—After 
an investigation extending over more than 
two weeks in the examination of witnesses, 
the Stephenson county grand jury today in- 
dicted eight persons in the so-called “* bridge 
trust” case. Four of them are’ William H. 
Shons, Homer Shons, James Shippee, and 
William Cole. The names of the others were 
not made public, but they are bridge men 
from out of town, several of them being con- 
nected with the Clinton (Ia.) Bridge company. 

Three indictments were returned One, of 
sixty-two counts, charges the two Shonses 
and the other bridge men with conspiracy to 
restrict competition in public lettings and 
with violations of the state anti-truat law. 

Another indictment char W. H. Shons 
with bribery, and the charges Shippee 
and Cole, as highway with 
letting a contract in which they were inter- 
ested. 

A wumber of bridge men made « clean 
breast before the jury and told of the exist- 
ence of a pool, composed of twelve er fifteen 
bridge companies, which apportioned the 
state among them. The company receiving 
a contract paid half its profits thereon 
to the pool. It was asserted, however, that 
the pool had been dissolved early this year 
owing to the discovery that State's Attorney 
Burrell of this county wes investigating it. 

In the Tast four years only one bridge con- 
tract in this county has been let to another 
than W. H. Shons.

AT RAIL FINANCE. 


Senate to Consider Measure 
Prohibiting the Water- 
ing of Stocks. 


ALTON’S CASE IS CITED. 


Revelations Make Administra- 
tion Firm ‘in. Demanding 
Check on “Bond Deals.” 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .] 

Springfield, Ill, March 20.—[Special.]— 
High finance in the railroad property of 
companies incorporated under the Ilinols 
laws will be. difficult to execute, if the legis- 
lature sees fit to pass a bill drawn by W. H. 
Boys, chairman of the railroad and ware- 
house commission, to be introduced im the 
senate tomorrow by Senator Gardner. 

This ie the measure to give the railroad 
yan@ warehouse commission supervision of 
the iseues of capital stock, with authority to 
restrict the issue to the actual neede of the 
occasion for which !t is supposed to be issued. 

Mr. Boys has been working on the bill for 


corporeated by the state may issue stock, 
bonds, or other evidence of indebtedness “ as 
the raflroad and warehouse commission may 
from time to time deoclde is reasonably nec- 
eqeary for the purpose for which such issue 
of stocks or bonds have been authorized.” 

It provides that any railroad desiring to 
issue stock og bonds shall make application 
to the commission in the form of a petition, 
and that the commission shall order a hear- 
ing to be had on this epplication within not 
leas than twenty daya 


What New Measure Requires. 

A notice of the hearing must be published, 
and the rafilroad company is made responsible 
for all the cost which may attend it. The 
application is required to set forth the 
amount of stock which it is desired to issue, 
fand to allege that at least two-thirds of the 
stockholders shall have consented to the 
issue after a manner provided for by the 
bill, which requires that a meeting of stock- 
holders shall be called sixty days prior to 
the date for the meeting. 

If, on a final hearing before the raflroad 
commission, it be decided that the allegations 
in the application are true, and that the issue 
of stocks and bonds is necessary, or any part 
of it is necessary, then the commission shall 
make a finding to that effect, giving its deci- 
sion in writing, a certificate of which shall 
be filed in the office of the secretary of state. 

“ A railroad company which is within the 
provisions of this section,” the bill provides, 
*‘ghall not apply the proceeds of such stock 
or of such bonds, coupon notes, or other evi- 
dences of indebtedness to any purpose not 
specified in such certificates, and in no case 
shall any stock be issued pursuant to any 
order by the commission allowing the same 
until the full amount of such stock shall have 
been paid to the corporation in good faith in 
money, or in labor or materials actually used 
in the construction and equipment of the 
road of such corporation.”’ 


Penalties Are Severe. 

Another section provides that if a corpora- 
tion increases its capital stock such new 
shares shall be offered proportionately to 
the stockholders at not less than the market 
value at the time of the increase. If the 
increase does not exceed 4 per cent of the 
existing capital stock this provision ig not 
made effective, and if the stockholders do not 
avail themselves of the opportunity to sub- 
scribe for the new stock under the previous 
provision the directors may offer the new 
issue for general sale. 

It is provided that any director or officer 
of a company who shall consent to an issu- 
ance of stock in violation of the law, or who 
shall vote for it, will be subject to indict- 
ment, and on conviction shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $5, 000 or imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary for not more than 
two years, or both, in the discretion of the 
court.

Once Inspector of Streets. 
Five years ago, at the time agitation in 
behalf of a clean city was uppermost, Mrs. 
May accepted a position|as volunteer in- 
spector of streets and alleys in the Twenty- 
first ward, where she lived. Under her super- 
vision other women of the ward took an 
active part in keeping the district clean. 
She was surprisingly successful. The 
Twenty-first ward, or at least that precinct 
in which Mrs. May spent her energies, be- 
came known as a model of cleanliness. She 
held the position for nearly six months, and 
when she relinquished it her work remained 
an incentive to her successors. 
Her scheme for linking the north and south 
side boulevards was unique and found much 
favor, although temporarily Mrs. May aban- 
doned hope of putting her ideas into effect 
because of various kinds of opposition. It 
consisted of a subway under the river. The 
design was made personally, it is said, by 
Mrs. May and was considered one of the most 
artistic and at the same time practical 
methods of solving the problem. 
It was one of Mrs. May's dreams that she 
should live to see. her plans carried into ex- 
ecution, or at least witness the start of the 
work. 

Always Lived on Worth Side. 
Mrs. May was born on the north side and 
had alwayslived there. Her father was John 
L. Wilson, a pioneer of Chicago. 
Besides being city controller at one time 
her husband was well known in other ways. 
He served as a commissioner of Lincoln 
park for six years, fogr of them under Gov. 
Oglesby. 
In Mrs. May’s home in Astor street there 
is an art collection which is said to be one of 
the finest in the city. She was a lover of 
art and antiquities, and during her ex- 
tensive travels collected many valuable 
pieces. Mrs. May spent the summers at Twin 
Lakes, Wis., where she had a summer home.

The row began as the meeting adjourned. 
Short Was edging his way out between a row 
of chairs when the speculator, who said his 
name was Joseph Wilde, asked him when the 
hew ordinance would go into effect. 


Blows Follow His Question, 
“ You're a fine kidder, aren't you?” asked 
Short, who, without another word, began 
beating -hig questioner. Then he hurriedly 
left the room. 
There were six other speculators present. 
They began edging toward the door when the 
row began. After it was over Wilde's com- 
panions said he had no business there, any- 
how. The speculators represented prac- 
tically every hotel ticket broker in the down- 
town d! ot. 
After Master in Chancery J. V. O’Donnell 
had opened the meeting a number of victims 
of speculators and theater managers related 
their ‘‘ experiences,’’ which were given a 
touch of realism by the appearance of V. B. 
Pollack, who entered the hall soon after the 
meeting opened. 


Waves Tickets; Signs Rolls. 


“TI want to join this’ assoctation,’’ said 
Pollack, waving two theater tickets above 
his head. ‘‘I just bought these tickets from 
a speculator at this hotel, and I had to pay 
$7.50 for them. They are $2 seats at the Gar- 
rick theater. Talk about robbery. High- 
way robbery isn’t in it with this.”’ 
Then he told of how he went to the Gar- 
rick theater a few days ago and asked for 
two seats" between the first and sixth rows. 
He was told they had nothing but the nine- 
teenth row. ¢ 

“ Then I came here to the Sherman house 
and got two seats in the fourth row, but I 
had to pay $7.50forthem,’’hésaid. “I want 
to join this association at once.”’

MAYOR DUNNE’S CAMPAIGN SUIT. 
The board of education has filed a bill in : 
chancery praying that the lease of the 
school property occupied by Tas Trisune 
be declared null and void. This action 
attacks the validity of every lease of 
school property made since 1880 in whieh 
the revaluation clause has been waived 
or in which the term exceeds thirty years. 
If the validity of Tas Trisunz lease 
Were attacked solely on legal grounds, 
no matter how technical, Tam Tarrsuns, 
belleving in its legal rights, would silent- 
ly leave the matter to the arbitra- 
ment of the courts. But when, as in 
this bill, its honesty is impugned and the 
charge is made that it is robbing the school 
children through a lease which, it is alk 


| Jeged, it obtained by discreditable means, 


Tus Trisune wil] not remain silent. It 
owes it to the community to answer the 
charge and not await the slow processes of 
the courts. The public shall have all the 
facts at once. ~ 

Tue Trisune made its first lease of 
school lands in 1867. There was a definite 
stipulation that at the expiration of the 
lease, about thirteen years later, could 
buy the land if so inclined or the school 
board would buy the improvements. 
When, in 1880, the time came to exercise 
the option the contract was repudiated by 
the city counci] on the ground that the 
school board had no authority to meke it. 
Tus TRIBUNE was unable to buy the land 
and the school board would not buy the 
building. 

Tre Trrsune had to choose between 
sacrificing its building and remaining @ ten- 
ant of the school board on the severe con- 
ditions imposed by it. It chose the latter, 
but the conditions became increasingly on- 
erous. At last a point was reached where 
it was necessary to abandon the site un- 
less a final working agreement could be 
reached. 3 

The board of education was anxious to 
have Tus Trisune put up a new and 
large building, that it might get the benefit 
of an increase in taxable values through- 
out the whole block. So, after a reap- 
praisal of the land, the board struck out 
the unjust and intolerable revaluation 
clause, which no tenant could endure, and 
gave a straight lease on condition Tun 
Trisunnp would erect a building to cost 
$300,000. It has put up one costing 
$1,750,000, or nearly six times as much as 
it agreed to expend. A valuation of the 
ground was made to de ne the ground 
rent. It was made by/three appraisers, 
none of whom was chésen by the Trib- 
une company. It regarded the appraise 
ment at the time too high, but it did not 
demur, and pays a ground rent of nearly 
$50,000 a year for the space it now occu- 

ies. 

' It has been alleged that the valuation 
made by the school board’s appraisers is 
too low and that that means low rent and 
a loss of revenue to the public schools. 
It is said that the valuation is not so 
high by the front foot as that of the 
property on the other corner of Dearborn 
and Madison streets. This is an, attempt 
to compare things which are not compar- 
able. Tuw TRIBUNE pays rent on the 
average valuation of a corner lot and sev- 
eral inside lots, the whole space being 
120 feet by 144 feet. The valuation given 
for the Hartford building and the Inter 
Ocean corner is in each case that of a 
narrow, shallow lot—of a “corner of a 
corner,” of the very cream of the prop- 
erty. The Inter Ocean corner measures 
only 20 feet by 40. The value put on the 
Manierre building on the northeast cor- 
ner was a scarcity value. It had to be 
obtained to round out the holdings of the 
Boston store, and that meant a forced 
price. The valuation of the property Tux 
TRIBUNE occupies is not too low. Neither 
is the rent it pays. The echool children 
lose nothing by the lease the board of 
education is attacking. 

Tuy TrRIsUNe stands prepared to prove 
in court that there is no equity in the 
prayer that its lease be canceled. It is 
ready to prove that it is both legal and 
equitable and that the interests of the 
public schools have been promoted, not 


' injured, by it. In accusing Tue Trisune 


of using dishonorable me to obtain the 
lease the school board asSails not merely 
Tre Trisune but the board of education 
which made the lease. Of that board 
Mr. D. R. Cameron was president. None 
save the reckless “ reformers” who con- 
trol the fresent board would dare to cast 
a slur upon the integrity of a man of Mr. 
Cameron’s standing. As for itself, Tu» 
Tristne denies that it resorted to under- 
handed ‘methods to get its lease. Its 
dealings with the board of education have 
been irreproachable. It has kept all its 
agreements, but the board has not. It 
is paying full rental value for the land 
it occupies. Its occupancy and improve- 
ments have given an increased value to 
adjacent property. It is contributing 
more than its fair share to the support 
of the public school system which the 
board that assails it is endeavoring to 
destroy. The board of education is the 
worst enemy the public schools have had 
to contend with. It shall not be permitted 
to divert the attention of the community 
from its misconduct by attacking the rep- 
utations of othets. Taz Trisune is ready 
to meet the board of education’s charges 
in and out of court. 
THE TRACTION ORDINANCES, 

The secret ballot which an afternoon 
paper is taking shows, as far as it has 
gone, that the voters are greatly in favor 
of the traction ordinances.

THE DUMA AND THE CZAR. 

The majority of the duma has proved its 
good sense by voting in caucus to proceed 
to the work of constructive legislation as 
soon as possible. Theoretical questions or 
fundamenta] changes in the form of gov- 
ernment of Russia may as well be left 
for discussion after the burdens of the 
people have been relieved to the extent 
that the government is willing. The first 
duma had an exaggerated idea of its pow- 
ers and responsibilities and refused to be- 
lieve thet half a loaf is better than no 
bread. It proposed changes «0 radical 
that- to concede them would have been 
equivalent to abandoning the supreme au- 
thority of the czar. It was a revolution- 
ary and impracticable body. 

The premier stands ready now to grant 
in the name’ of the czar freedom of speech 
and of the press, freedom of faith, agra- 
rian reforms, popular schools, the writ of 
habeas corpus, official responsibility, and 
other reforms which have only to be 
formulated by the representatives of the 
people to become law. The duma recog- 
nizes that the cause of represeptative gov- 
ernment in Russia will not be delayed for 
one day by pausing to secure these privi- 
leges before proceeding with the intermin- 
able task of convincing the czar and his 
premier that the whole scheme of gov- 
ernment must be changed. The sensible 
men of the duma, apparently at present in 
the majority, wish to make sure of a few 
substantial realities before plunging into 
strife in pursuit of shadows. 

It is hard to see what further conces- 
sions could be asked for at this time. If 
the government were ready to grant 
everything desired it would still take time 
to formulate the zeforms already grantéd. 
When one considers the length of time the 
untrammeled congress of the United States 
or the legislatures of the several] states 
take to pass such remedial legislation as 
the pure food laws or the railway rate 
laws, it is apparent that it will be the 
labor of many months to enact a new 
criminal code for Russia, to pass laws to 
regulate the hours of labor and the work 
of women and children, to provide for old 
age insurance, to devise the best possible 
system of land tenures and aid the peas- 
ant to acquire and improve lend, to re- 
form the zemstvos, and increase local self- 
government. It may be true that these 
concessions are made in the hope of avert- 
ing a storm, or it may be that the czar Is 
sincerely anxious the people should be 
better off, but the gift should be accepted 
without regard to the motive. When, by 
hard work for a year or two, the duma 
has secured this much it will be early 
enough to ask for more. The turbulent 
members of the duma should bide their 
time and not reject this much reform. 


CHURCH UNION. 

The proposition to unite the denomina- 
tions of Protestant Christians, known as 
Congregationalists, Methodist Protest:nts, 
and United Brethren is in line with a 
movement which has been gaining ground 
steadily during the last few years. It 
has not been long since the Cumberland 
Presbyterians united with the regular 
churches under that form of government, 
each of the bodies gaining in strength by 
the union. 

The three denominations now seeking a 
common bond have been considering the 
union for several years. Freedom and fel- 
lowship are the watchwords they have 
adopted. Each individual church is to 
have freedom to conduct its own affairs. 
Together they are to work in harmony for 
the accomplishment of the fundamental 
purposes of their organization. 

The waste in religious work under pres- 
ent plans is enormous. It would not be 
tolerated for a moment in any ordinary 
business. A sparsely settled district is 
likely to have several strugg!ing bodies 
where one strong, active, effective church 
might serve all practical purposes and se- 
cure much better results. This condition 
of things, of course, is the outgrowth of 
past differences which once made the 
churches militant against one another. 
The feeling which favors union comes 
from the disposition to recognize the fact 
that the reasons for disagreement ino 
longer exist. 

An examination of a list of Protestant 
denominations reveals not alone a large 
number of separate organizations bearing 
differing names but also shows that the 
individual denominations have their varie- 
ties, some of them originating in what 
seems now to have been comparatively triv- 
ial disputes. In some cases the oviginal 
occasion for scission has long since ceased 
to have force. A notable example of this 
is the slavery question, which divided 
large denominations on sectional lines, 
some of which have not yet been obliter- 
ated, although slavery in the United States 
was forbidden more than forty years ago. 

As the older men who fought the battles 
of the past have left the scenes of earthly 
conflicts and younger men have taken up 
the burdens and responsibilities in the more 
liberal atmosphere of modern thouglit, it 
has not been difficult to find common 
ground of belief, organization, and action. 
Even the most optimistic hardly dares to 
forecast a united protestantism, but there 
are many reasons for thinking that the 
number of denominations will be greatly 
reduced by intelligent combination, the 
smaller branches of the church. uniting 
with the larger, and all together having 
far more effectiveness because of the in- 
creased strength which comes from union.

The king spoke as instructed, and it seems 
that the bystanders exclaimed: “ Quite true. 
A fine saying that of the king, Voila son 
genre.” (That is just his style.) The king 
fortunately always did what he was told. 
But, having little or no wit of his own, he 
kept the marquis busy, not only in inventing 
witticiems but likewise in devising the 
meane by which he could furnish Louis with 
am opportunity of giving utterance to them 
—in one*word, giving him a lead.

The marquis de Pezay has many counter- 
parts, both im modern.and olden times. For 
royalty, as a general rule, though posseased 
of a sense of humor, is not endowed with 
much wit, and when it does get off anything 
particularly brilliant it will ‘be found gen- 
erally that it is wit of a reflected instead of 
an original character. Of course in this, as 
in everything else, there are exceptions, 
which help to constitute the rule, ‘among 
them being the present kaiser, who has 
plenty of originality and many bon mots to 
his record. 

. Nor need it be supposed that the monarchs 
of bygone agee were any more witty than 
their crowned descendants of today. Until 
recently the world had rather relied upon 
the French kings to prove that royal jokes 
were possible. But this belief is vanishing. 
Thus, according to the ruthless criticisms 
brought to bear by the erudite historian 
Fournier upom the sayings of the kings of 
France, it appears that Francie L never 
wrote with a diamond on the window pane 
of the Chateau de Chambord tise oft quoted 
lines: 

“Souvent femme varie, 
Bien fol est qui s’y fie.” 

Nor did: the same monarch ever exclaim: 
“Tout est perdu sauf l’'honneur.” (All is 
lost save honor.) The remark which has 
been twisted into this celebrated form was 
ofa far more commonplace character, and 
was contained in a letter addressed to his 
mother, Moreover, in spite of the assurance 
of the duke of Buckingham to the effect that 
the English King Charles II. “‘ never said 4 
foolish thing and never did a wise one,"’ one 
may search in vain ali the contemporary lit- 
erature of the day, such as, for instance, 
Pepys’ Diary, and the memoirs of the comte 
de Grammont, for a single witticism worthy 
of the name escribed to the gay monarch.

King Leopold of Belgium, I may add, pos- 
seseses a considerable fund of dry humor, 
but of a rather sarcastic and unkindly char- 
acter, furnishing evidence of the most inor- 
dinate cynicism. On more than one occa- 
sion he has given expression to his humor 
at the expense of the press. Thus, at the 
time of the last international preés congress 
held at Brussels he gave a receptiorl to its 
delegates, some 400 in number. To one of 
them he told a story ima loud tone of voice, 


gravely insisting that the journalist to whom 


he was speaking should keep it to himself, 
and under no circumstances either repeat or 
publish it. The journalist, deeply flattered 
and overwhelmed by the royal confidence, 
gravely and sincerely promised not to be- 
tray a word of what he had rd, at which 
pledge the king appeared much gratified, 

The journalist kept his word, but dozens 
of other delegates had heard what the king 
had been saying, and as he enticipated the 
story found its way at once to each of their 
papers, as he thoroughly intended that it 
should. King Leopold, by the bye, is one ol 
the few people nowadaye who still rigidly 
adhere to the old fashioned custom of hay- 
ing their newspapers carefully ironed before 
they are brought to them to read, lest they 
should be affected by the damp.

English newspapers are somewhat mis 
leading in announcing that the young duke 
of Leinster has entered upon his twenty-first 
year, for they convey the impression thereby 
that he has attained his majority, which is 
not the case, as his minority terminates only 
in March, 1908. He is tall and good looking, 
presenting a striking contrast in this respect 
to his ratherstunted and homely father, hav- 
ing taken his looks as well as his stature 
from his mother’s family, a house rehowned 
for its comeliness. He is the premier peer 
of the kingdom of Ireland, and though on 
attaining his twenty-first birthday he will be- 
come entitled to a seat in the house of lords he 
will have to yield the pas there, not only 
to other Irish dukes but also to Irish mar- 
quises and earls, since the peerage which 
gives him a seat in the gilded chamber is 
the English viscounty of Leinster. 

His father’s death occurred when he was 
a boy of 6, and during his long minority 
his estates have been adminisiered so suc- 
cessfully by the executors and trustees that 
next year he will find himself im possession 
of a large fortune, his trustees having taken 
advantage of the land acts to sell a portion 
of-his Kildare estates for a sum amounting 
to about $6,000,000, which will be at his dis- 
posal. Should he marry an American girl, 
therefore, he certainly will be under no im- 
putation of having been influenced by any 
fortune which she may possess. 

Besides being good looking and pleasant 
mannered, the boy possesses far more expe- 
rience than most lade of his age, much of 
his youth having been spent in foreign travel, 
by reason of the fears which were enter- 
tained at one time that he had inherited the 
seeds of that malady—consumption—to 
which both his father and mother so prema- 
turely succumbed. He has visited America 
on several occasions, and also has been for 
some’ time in Australia, staying with an 
uncle, Lord Charles Fitzgerald, who makes 
his home at Kiddie’s Creek, in Victoria, 
where he has married a former actress of 
Greek origin, dropping his title and living 
in the most democratic fashion,

The duke is the head of the great Irish 
house of Fitzgerald, among the most inter- 
esting and ill fated of the members of which 
was Lord Edward Fitzgerald, leader of the 
United Irishmen, husband of the celebrated 
and mysterious “ Pamela,’’ and who, be- 
trayed by Samuel Turner, the most infamous 
of Irish informers, died in prison of wounds 


received in resisting arrest for high trea- } 


son. The house of Fitzgerald was founded 
by a Florentine noble of the name of Ger- 
aldini, who was a favorite of King Edward 
the Confessor, and whose grandson settled 
is Ireland. 

The present duke, while still a ttle boy, 
hed @ narrow escape from being burnt to 
death while staying with his grandfather, 
Lord Feversham, at the latter’s country seat 
at Duncombe, when it was destroyed by fire. 
And this serves to recall the legend accord- 
ing to which the monkey which figures so 
prominently in the armorial bearings of the 
ducal house of Leineter owes its place there 
to the fact that one of the yeung duke’s 
ancestors, John Fitzthomase Fitzgerald, first 
earl of Kildare, having been forgotten in his 
childhood by the servants at the time of the

Would Remove Friction. 

It is to prevent the increase of further 
hostility between the government and states 
and the railroads, and, indeed, to remove it, 
that Mr. Yoakum has the appoint- 
ment of western interstate traffic commis- 
sioners. The authority of these representa- 


tives is to be Mmited. They will act, of course, 


in accordance with instructions given them 
by the commission. They will be advised of 
all rulings the commission may make, and 
will be in position consequently to settle 
promptly any question thet may arise be- 
tween the railroads and shippers. If an 
agreement between them is impossible then, 
of course, the matter can come before the en- 
tire commission. 

At present, and in the past, every agent sent 
by the commission to look into railroad con- 
ditions has been, in a sense, a dotective. 
His presence has been resented by the rail- 
roads because they have felt that he came 
to obtain evidence against them and not to 
give them any assistance. As a result the 
relations of the railroads and the commis- 
sion have not been always friendly. 

With representatives of the commission on 
the ground familiar with local conditions 
and able to decide accordingly, it is believed 
by members of the commission that the fric- 
tion between the railroads and the people 
will be minimized. 

The commission’s representative will be 
able to learn promptly of any discrimination 
or preference in favor of one shipper as 
against another, and if the railroads fall to 
comply with his notification to cease this 
violation of the law the matter can be re- 
ferred at once to the interstate commerce 
commission for action. 

Finally, the commission will be able to se- 
cure authoritative information in regard to 
rates and traffic generally, which will he of 
the greatest assistance to it in formulating 
policies.

No Veice in Rate Making. 

Of course, the commission's representatives 
will have nothing to say in regard to qhanges 
of rates, though undoubtedly this would bea 
great forward step. The commission does 
not believe it would be proper for one of its 
agents to attend meetings of traffic associa- 
tions where rates are agreed upon, because 
such associations are maintained in violation 
of the anti-trust law. They have not been 
prosecuted because of the general recognition 
qf the necessity of combina- 
tlone in order to prevent cutthroat competi- 
tion and the consequent ruin of railroad prop- 
erty. 

The commission is not prepared to put Mr. 
Yoakum’s plan into effect immediately, be- 
cause of its desire further to study it and 
also because of the difficulty of getting suit- 
able men to represent it on such important 
service. 

The president !s anxious to adopt any solu- 
tion which seems calculated to better the re- 
lations of the railroads and the people, pro- 
vided the rights of each be respected, and it is 
this feature of Mr. Yoakum’'s plan which ap- 
peals to him.

Harriman’s Position Changes. 

The action of E. H. Harriman in seeking 
to remove the serious ground of friction be- 
tween his Union Pacific system and the gov- 
ernment is an indication of how earnestly 
he desires to avoid prosecution. 

A few months ago the Union Pacific denied 
most emphatically that any of its coal lands 
had been improperly obtained. 

Investigation by Commissioners Prouty and 
Clark established the fact that thousands of 
acres of valuable mineral lands had been 
acquired by the Union Pacific and its sub- 
sidiary lines through the most barefaced 
fraud. 

There was no intention on the part of the 
Union Pacific prior to the investigation by 
the interstate commerce commission of the 
“‘ Harriman situation "* to surrender tamely 
the rights it had acquired to these lands. It 
was expected by the interior department and 
the department of justice that it would be 
necessary to Institute proceedings in the fed- 
eral courts in Utah, Wyoming, Colorado, and 
other states in order to compel the railroad 
to disgorge.

Banker Calls at White House. 

Isaac Seligman, the New York banker, 
called upon the president this morning, and 
subsequently saw Secretary Cortelyou. Mr, 
Seligman desired to talk with the president 
in. regard to his future railroad policy, but 
learned different from what already has been 
publishedin Tue TRIBUNBE. 

The president took advantage of Mr. Selig- 
man’s call to secure information from him 


in regard to the part played by finance in | 


railroad management. 

Since the departure of Mr. Mellen yester-

A continued good demand existed for spring 
wheat in the local cash’ market, but other- 
Wise the trade was light and featureless. It 
Was reported that a few small lots of durum 
wheat were sold here. No. 2 red wheat was 
nominally about 2@2\%c under May in store. 
A few loads of hard wheat were worked for 
export via the gulf, but as a general rule 
bids from abroad indicated a listless and 
indifferent disposition‘on the part of the for- 
eign buyer. Both of the principal south- 
western markets reported a good demand for 
wheat, but there were no sales of round iots 
Specified. Kansas City was unchanged to 
4c higher, and St. Louis firm to a shade bet- 
ter. Minneapolis No. 1 northern was 1%@ 
240 over May for spot, and to arrive sold at 

over, New York wired that cables on 
wheat were slow, but that there was some 
inquiry for Manitobas and nearby durum 
and gulf No. 2 hard, with limits, however, 
not fully up to the advance. There was a 
better tone to the corn cables, with some 
inquiry coming from the continent for sum- 
mer and fall shipments. Cash corn here was 
steady tote higher, with a big demand for 
No. 2 at %@%c under May in store. Oats 
were %@lc higher, with a good demand. 
Local sales were 20,000 bu wheat, 400,000 bu 
corn, and 180,000 bu oats. Export sales were 
reported at 208,000 bu wheat, including 64,000 
bu hard winter, worked via the gulf, 144,000 
bu durum, and 110,000 bu corn. 

The Minneapolis flour output decreased 
22,955 bris last week, according to the weekly 
summary of the Northwestern Miller, as re- 
ceived by Logan-Bryan. The quantity 
turned out was 268,655 bfls, against 200,360 
in 1906 and 270,205 bris in 1905. The output 
was governed entirely by the number of cars 
available for loading out the product. There 
were 14% mills in operation, with a larger ca- 
pacity than the previous week. The output 
for the coming week is difficult to estimate, 
as it all depends on the car situation. The 
flour business of Minneapolis mills in the 
last week showed some improvement, and 
there seemed to be a more hopeful feeling 
all around. Buyers showed some interest in 
flour and bought in a limited way. They 
seemed timid about taking large quantities 
at present prices, and what sales were made 
required hard work. Shipping directions on 
old orders came in slowly, but faster than 
empty cars did. Export business was light. 
In one instance, however, a good quantity 
of patent flour was sold to the united king- 
dom at a good price. 


Bartlett-Frazier, Jackson Bros., Barrett, 
Kidston, and scattered commission houses 
were the best buyers of wheat early, and the 
offerings were small during the first half of 
the session. On the advance, however, there 
was good selling through northwestern 
houses, led by Marfield, Lake, and others. 
Congdon, Brosseau, and early buyers sold 
moderately. During the last half hour there 
was heavy selling, headed by Bartlett-Fra- 
zier and Lake, on the report that Jones 
would soon issue a bearish report. In corn 
there was buying by Bartlett, Nash-Wright, 
and Kidston. Lichtstern and Champlin were 
credited with selling on the advance. Bart- 
lett-Frazier, Northern Grain, Marfield, and 
Rosenbaum Bros: were on the buying side of 
oats. Logan-Bryan, Canby, Pringle, and 
Louis Friedman were the beét sellers on the 
bulge. Trade in provisions was light, with 
a little more scattered liquidation. Roberts 
and Loga sold moderately. Cudahy brokers 
and Schwarz were on the buying side. 


H. V. Jones, the Minneapolis crop expert, 
yesterday completed a tour of crop inspection 
through Kansas, Oklahoma, and the Ohio 
valley. In summing up the situation he said: 
“It is doubtful if spring ever opened with 
winter wheat In a more perfect condition for 
the whole area. There is almost no winter 

killing. Kensag ig ag perfect as it is possible 


to be. Oklahoma has perhaps 8 per cent 
damage in the southern counties from the 
wheat louse. Not worth mentioning to date. 
The Ohio valley is promising fine, with a 
small boss of acreage from flooding. North 
of Indianapolis wheat is just coming into 
the green, and by comparison with counties 
south of Indianapolis should not be judged 
for two wecks, So far as I could discover, 


in northern Indiana the drill rows are form-" 


ing into good stand. For all'the area covered 
a field of poor stand is a great exception. 
Millers report the flour trade dull.’’ 


Crop advices were of all kinds. Several 
reports from Indiana were quite bullish, one 
letter from a grain dealer to W. 8. Crosby 
saying that the state probably would not 
raise 60 per cent of a crop. Other reports 
were of the same tenor. *' Bug” reports 
from the southwest were as plentiful as ever, 
tlaims that actual damage was being done 
being sandwiched with reports that so far 
they had been harmless. High temperatures 
in Offlahoma and lack of rain in southern 
Kansas also were exploited by the bulls, 
There also were reports of chinch bugs work- 
\ng in the Kansas wheat. 


Large sales of No. 2 corn were made out 
of store yesterday at from 4@%c under 
May price, supposedly for opening of navi- 
gation shipment, although it was understood 
that the purchases were of a speculative 
character. The sales were estimated as high 
as 330,000 bu. If the corn is to be shipped 
out it will reduce the stocks of contract corn 
in iocal public houses to a small amount, 
the present quantity in store being only 
642,000 bu. There seems to be every indica- 
tion that the leading bull house is picking 
up all of the available contract corn here 
preparatory to shipping it out. Brokers out- 
side of the usual order have been buying the 
contract corn and paying good prices for it. 


Exports of breadstuffs from exporting 
countries from Aug. 1, 1906, to March 2, 1907, 
were 820,000,000 bu, against 835,000,0000 bu 
during the same period last year, or a de- 
crease of 15,000,000 bu. Oorn exports were 
69,216,000 bu, against 84,104,000 bu the same 
period a year ago. Oats shipments aggre- 
gated only 45,136,000 bu, compared to 98,736, - 
y0O bu the preceding year. 


Advices from Minneapolis were that the 
flour trade is the duleston record. Bids from 
abroad are said to be too low to be even seri- 
ously considered, and the domestic flour trade 
ig also holding off and not disposed toi buy 
anything. The signs are that flour business 
generally will not improve much, unless Chi- 
cago markets decline at least Sc per bu.

Heclaims it is too early to estimate 
the acreage of corn. 


Winnipeg had 166 cars of wheat in yester- 
day, compared to 34 cars a yearago. Nerth- 
western receipts are running heavy yet, and 
stocks continue to accumulate, the increase 
for four days this week at Minneapolis being 
475,000 bu.
